JoHNSTOwir, Pa., June 5.—A reporter 
went to the dam at Lake Cenemaugh 
yesterday and examined the masonry, 
and found that it consisted merely of 
dirt, with a light rubble facing, instep 
of solid masonry, and the waste gates, 
by which the builders designed that the 
surplus in time of high watffl should be 
run off, are said to have been perma- 
nently dosed to save the fish. 


As to the dam itself there was no mas- 
sive masonry, nor any tremendous ex> 
hibition of engineering skill in design« 
ing the structure or putting it up. There 
was no masonry at all, in fact, nor any 
engineering worthy of the name. 
The 
dam was simply a gigantic piece of 
earth, dumped across the course of a 
mountain stream between two low hills. 
It was faced on each side with a layer 
of heavy, rough stone, loosely thrown 
together and uncemented. 


This pile of earth was, as has been 
stated, about seventy-five feet high, and 
ninety-five feet thick at the base. At 
the summit it was leveled off so as to be 
about twenty feet wide, and a wagon 
road crossed it. It was an ordinary dirt 
road, and there was no rock or masonry 
beneath it. The width of the stream at 
the bottom of the dam was about forty 
feet. At the top the dam was about four 
hundred feet long. It was built straight 
across the gap, and neither face nor 
back was 
curved. The slopes wer® 
about the same on both face and back.

The Conemaugh dam was originally 
built about sixty years ago. 
About 
fifty years ago it burst and let the 
waters down the valley, but there were 
few people living there then and little 
damage resulted. 
An old resident of 
the valley named Goughknow, who died 
some time ago, predicted another in- 
vasion of the valley by the waters of 
Lake Conemaugh, escaping from the 
restraint of its dam. 
"It may not come 
in my day," Mr. Goughknow would 
say, "but it will come surely."

J O H N S T O W N , Pa., May 5.—On a cot 
in the hospital on Prospect hill, there 
lies at presrat a man injured bodily al- 
most to death, but whose mental suffer- 
ings are so great as to shadow those of 
his physical into insignificance. His 
name is Yering. He has lost in the 
flood his whole family, wife and flve 
diildren. The look 
of despair and 
agony on that poor man's face would 
cause tears to flow from adamant. In 
an interview he states: 


" I was at home with my wife and 
children when the alarm came. We 
hurried from the house leaving e v ^ - 
thing behind us. As we reached the 
door a gentleman friend* was running 
by. 


"He grasped two smaller children, 
one under each arm, and hurried on 
ahead of us. I had my arm around my 
wife, supp(Mrting her. 
Behind us we 
could hear the flood rushing upon us. • 
IA one hurried glance, as I passed a 
comer, I could see the fearful flood 
crushing and cracking the houses in its 
fearful graep.. I oould see that there 
was no possiluliiy of our escape, as we 
were too far ftom the hillside.

"In » flash I saw the three dear child- 
ren linked np by it and disappear from 
sight as I and my wife were thrown into 
the air by the vaoguaid of the rushing 
river.

A NEW CLEW ! 


Seenretf by tke Police in «Ito 
nnrder—Ijnke Dlllot>>% 
line MMemru:«. 


OmcAOO, June 5.—The police daim 
to have an important clew t j the mur- 
derers of Dr. Cronin. They Lave found 
the expressman who haiiled the murder- 
er's goods from the building at 117 Clark 
street to the Carlson cottage. According 
to the expressman the fellows belong in 
Chicago and he has seen both of them 
frequentiy since he hauled their goods. 
The last time he saw them was last 
Saturday. 
The expressman'» descrip- 
tion of one of the men tAllios closely 
with that of Simons, who bought the 
fomiture from Bevell & Co., and of 
Williams, who rented the cottage from 
the Carlsons. 
The police believe the 
two men are still in town and they are 
relying on the expressman to find them. 


"Dr. Cronin never made any charges 
against Sullivan, and his republished 
pamphlet contained no charges against 
Alexander Sullivau." 
Luke Dillon 
made this remai'kablu siutemeut to a re- 
porter late last night. 


"What is more," said Mr. Dillon, 
"Alexander Sullivan has not been a 
member of the Clau-na-Gael t>ince 1885." 
Continuing Mr. Dillon said: 
"That 
tiie public ha l beeu misled by a cer- 
tain paper which assumed to know all 
about the affairs of tiio Cian-na G«el, 
when in really it had liad not tbo slighest 
conception of the subject." Mr. Dillon 
will go on the stand to day if the jury is 
ready to hear him, and give some new 
and startling testimony. 


" I am anxious to go on the stand and 
place the Clan-na Gael in its trae light 
before the public," said Mr. Dillon, " I 
am anxious that certaia society secrets 
which have not the remotest connection 
with the Cronin murder, be not made 
public for England'.s benefit. I am 
equally anxious to ren-ler the prosecu- 
tion every aid in my power. When my 
testimony is completed the public will 
see how far it has been from the tmth 
in certain very important matters." 


Mr. Dillon further said that there 
were no funds of the Clan-na-Gael em- 
bezzled prior to 1884, and that thepolioe 
have no evidence whatever to coimect 
Alexander Sullivan with the Dr. Cronin 
murder. Dillon had a long interview 
with the attomeys for the prosecution 
last night and will give a full history of 
the Clan-na-Gael organization. 


" I see no other alternative, now," he 
said; "the tmth must be told, that the 
Irish race may be vindicated and a patri- 
otic organization cleared of the stain of 
murder. Dr. Cronin's murder was not 
a Clan-na-Ghtel murder. Members of 
the Clan-na-Gael organization may have 
instigated it, and'some may have par- 
ticipated in it, but it was plotted and 
planned outside the organization. Of 
that I am sure." 


Captain Schaack, of the East Chicago 
avenue police station, was suspended 
from duty last night. 
He is charged 
with neglect of duty in the Cronin 
murder case.

When it began to expand it adopted the 
name of Clan-na-GaeL 
During its 
early life the growth of the order was 
limits by the caution of its leaders, 
but ijn time politics got inside its doors, 
and cunning adventurers, seeing what a 
vast power it could be made, joined its 
ranks, and they let down the bars for a 
disturbing element.

D E A T H ON T B B B A I I . . 


Bn^ineer • 
Killed ; 


oyt, ef tbe 
WabMlt, 
U Cljrmer'a StMion. 


James Hoyt, a Wabash engineer, was 
instantly killed at Clymer's Station yes- 
terday. His train was on a siding, and 
he was oiling his engine, and stepped 
upon the main line in front of the ex- 
press, which was coming at a rapid 
speed. 


He remaiDed in a stupor after being 
struck, never uttering a word, and his 
son, a young man twenty-one years of 
age, stood over his &ther and watched 
him breathe his last. 
Hoyt had long 
been connected wit^ the Wabash road. 
He was fifty years of age, and by his 
death the company realizes that they 
have lost one of their trusted and faith- 
ful employes. 
Hoyt had a habit of en- 
gaging in a deep study while on duty 
and it is thought that he was in a medi- 
tative mood when struck by the passen- 
ger engine. 


Mr. Hoyt formerly resided in Fort 
Wayne, and was widely known. He 
had been a soldier, and was prominent- 
ly identified with the Grand Army posts 
and was also a member of the Masonic 
order. 
He was six feet in height, 
weighed over 200 pounds, and one of the 
finest appearing men in the Wabash ser- 
vice. 


Mr. Hoyt leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren. His step son, Ernest, was brak- 
ing upon the freight train with his fath- 
er at the time of the accident. 
He also 
has a brother, M. C. Hoyt, who is a pas- 
senger conductor upon the Wabash, 
and resides at Toledo. 
He was a mem- 
ber of the ^Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, but it is not known whether 
he had availed himself of its insurance 
features. He carried a life insurance 
policy in the Masonic mutual. 


The accident is the first one that has 
occurred on the Wabash for many 
months. Hoyt's funeral will probably 
occur to-morrow at his home at Andrews.

went to the dam at Lake Conemangh 
yesterday and examined the mawmiy 
and found that it consisted merely o 
dirt, with a light rabble facing, instead 
of solid masonry, and the waste gates, 
by which the builders demgued that th 
surplus in time of high water should be 
nm off, are said to have been perma- 
nently closed to save the fish. 


As to the dam itself there was no mae 


!sive masonry, nor any tremendous ex 


tiibition of engineering skill in design 
ingthostrnotnreorpattingitnp. There 
was no masonry at all, in fact, nor any 
engineering worthy of the name. 
The 


dam was simply a gigantic piece o 
earth, dumped across the coarse of a 
mountain strewn between two low hills 
It was faced on each ride with a layer 
of heavy, rough stone, loosely tiirown 
together and unoemented, 


This pile of earth waa, as has been 


stated, about serenty-flve feet high, and 
ninety-five feet thick at the base. At 
the summit it was leveled off so as to be 
about twenty feet wide, and a wagon 
road crossed it. It was an ordinary dirt 
road, and there was no rook or masonry 
beneath it. The width of the stream at 
the bottom of the dam wasabont forty 
eet. At the top the dam WM about four 
hundred feet long. It WM built straight 
across the gap, and neither face nor 
back was 
mured. The slopes were 


•bout the same on both face and back. 


FUTDICTBDA DIBASTMl. 


The Conemangh dam was originally 
milt about sixty years ago. 
About 


fifty yean ago it bunt and let the 
waters down the valley, but there were 
few people living there then and little 
lamage resulted. An old resident ol 
th* valley named Oonghknow, who died 
sometime ago, predicted another in- 
vasion of tho valley by the waters of 
Lake Concmangb, escaping from tho 
restraint of its dam.

ave lost one of their touted and faith- 
ul employes. 
Hoyt had a habit of en- 


gaging in a deep study while on duty 
anil it is thought that he was in a medi- 
tative mood when struck by the passen- 
ger engine. 


Mr. Hoyt formerly resided in Fort 
Taync, and was widely known, lie 
uul been a soldier, and was prominent- 
y identified with the Grand Army posts 
and WUH also a member of the Masoniu 
order.
